Washington, Sept. 12.— A telegram 
waa received at the Japanse legation 
Tuesday morning to the effect that an 
important treaty has been negotiated 
between Corea and Japan, which au- 
thoritatively defines the relations of 
the two countries toward each other 
and toward China. 

The object of the treoty is stated in 
the preamble to be the desire on the 
part of the emperor of Japan and the 
king of Corea to definitely flx anil deter- 
mine the attitude of each country to 
the other, with a view of clearly eluci- 
dating the existing relations between 
Japan and China, which have been cre- 
ated by the request, which the Corean 
government has made of the Japanese 
government, to compel the Chinese to 
evacuate Corea. To secure concentrat- 
ed action for the more effective accom- 
plishment of this object, this treaty of 
alliance between the two countries was 
signed at Seoule, on the 2»'.th day of 
August, by M. Oterl, the envoy of Ja- 
pan, and the Corean minister of foreign 
affairs. The treaty consists of three 
articles: 

Article 1 defines the object of the itl- 
liance to be the strengthening and 
perpetuation of the independence of 
Corea as an autonimous state, and the 
promotion of the mutual interests of 
Corea and Japan by compelling the 
Chinese forces to withdraw from COf— , 
and by obliging China to aba n don In t 
claim of the right to dominate the af- 
fairs of Corea. 

Article binds the Japanese govern- 

against China, both offensive and de- 
fensive. The Corean government is 
bound by the article to afford the Jn-
